A SAD DEATH.—From Sandnay’s issne of
the Altoona GBlohe we copy the following
particuiars of 1he shocking death of Mr.
Alex. Mills, =on of Capt David Mills, a
former mnch esteemed citizen of this plnce,
but now and for many years past a resident
of Gaili'ein, where he has loug filled the
oftice of postmaster :

The ma? friends of Alex, Mills were startlcd
and peloed to lenrn yesterday morning that be
had died very suddenly about six o'clock. He
was in excelient health the day previous and
exhibited no symprtoms of the near appronch
of the dread hour of death, The circumstance
of his decease seemed to demsud an Investiza-
tion, hence Coroner Huomes summoned a jury,
consisting of Messra, J. M. Stonebraker, John
Hickey, Capt. Robert Johoson, Major H. J.
Crozier, Willium Lytle and T. A. Durbin, and
held an inguest, the Jory sitting st the Si.
Charles hotel at ten o'clock, adjourning st
twelve until two, and finally conciuding its in-
vestigations at hulf-past four. The resolt was
a verdiet s follows: “The decvased came to
his death ftrom the ¢effects ol an overdose of
Inudanum sdmintsrerca by his own hands, and
the Jury is slso of the opinion that the life of
the decea=ed might have heen saved bat for
the negligence of the persons in whose charge
he was found.” The verdier was signed Ly wil
the jurymen except T. A. Durbin, Esq., who
riefused beenuse he elaimed that there was no
negligence on the part of any persan, as shown
by the evidence. From the best intormation
obtuinabile the following are the lacts of the
case; Mr. Mille was, until within the past ten
days, cmployedns abmr-tenderat the St. Charles
hotel, During the ten days mentioned he in-
dulied to a perhwps too great extent in the use
of intoxicating liquors, thereby prostrnting his
nervous system and producing a melancholy
gtate of mind. Some time during Friday he
went to the deuw store of Mr. George A, Beck-
ley, on the corner of Eleventh nvenue and
Fourteenth streer, and purchased one and a
ball ounces of lmudanum and n small vial of
perfumery. As he was apparently perfectiy

sober at the time he entered the drug store, |

Mr. Beekley, of course, =oid him the fatal drog
without any hesltation, us he had no reason to
suspect that it would be put to any improper
uze, Besides, it is further stated that Alex.
had used the drig many times bofore purely
as n means of reliel from a condition o which
he was at intervals suliject. About mid-day
he called at the Brant House and requrested
Mr. Will Schenk to write two letters for him,
one to his father and another 1o a lady Triend.
